4.000 MEN REQUIRE CARE

House Committee Hears Pleas
of Legion and Soldier Bodies
for Langley Bill.

Special Dispatch to Tue Npw Yorx Hemaro.
Washingtions Dr O xtrens: |

Officials of the American Leglon and
other soldier ald organizations ap-
peared bhefore the House Committee
on Buildings and Grounds to-day, urg-
Ing grealer appropriations to provide
proper care for the 4,000 world war
veterans who are suffering with tuber-
culosls and neuropsychiatric disability,

The conditions in New York were
described as deplorable and pitiable.

The committee was considering the
Langley bill, authorizing an expendi-
ture by the Government of $16,000,000
to provide adeguate hogpital facilities
for war veterans. The measure pro-
vides, among other things, that the
disabled ex-gervice man in the army
and navy would receive care and treat-
ment directly administered under gov-
ernmental supervision.

Col. Charles R, Forbes, director of the
Veterans' Burcsan, was a witness, e
emphasized that the fear of fire is upper-
most in the minds of most of the officials
who are entrusted with the care of pa- |
tients housed in the cantonment type of

hospilals. He called for the building of
fireproaf structures.

Cantonments Fire Treaps.

“Some of these cantonment structures
are mere fire traps,” said Col. Forbes,
“Fox HIIl Hospital was perhaps the|
most glaring Instance of such construc-
tion, and we closed It the other day. We
are alfrald that some of these days one
of. thess cantonment hospital structures
will cateh fire and some of the men will
Joss thelr Hves. This would be a national
disgrace which we all wish to aveld."

In describing the situation in New
York State, Col, Forbes sald there was
immediate need of 2,100 bods to care for
patients. Mental cases needad 1,000 beds,
general medical cases 600 beds and
tubereulosie casea 500 to 600 boeds.

At Rhinebeck, N. Y., the director said,
the bureau intends to have a tuberculosls
hospltal, Negotintions are now under
way to this end, and he expressed the
opinion that the House commitice should
lend ita support to the undertaking.

DEATHS BY FAMINE
IN RUSSIA 200,000

Dr. Semashko Estimates Total
_Much Under That of
Dr. Nansen.

Moscow, March 9 (Assoclated Press),
—The total deaths among the famine
stricken people thus far should be 200,-
000 if the ratio of deaths In the Ufa
province, one of the worst stricken dis-
tricts, 18 maintained elsewhere, says an
estimate of Dr. Semashko, Sovlet Com-
missar of Health. He sald that in Ufa,
from the commencement of the famine
until February 22, 168,869 deaths from

famine and diseases emanating from the
famine, not including typhus, had been
registered.

This report represents the first ap-
proximntely accurate flgurez of the
actunl deaths due to the famine. It
reveals a total much under the widely
quoted estimates of Dr, Fridjof Nansen.
Dy, Semashko placed the total number
of famine stricken at between 12,000,000
and 15,000,000, and sald that accord-
ing to pessimistic estimates thére were
25,000,000 persons affected. He added
that the provinee of Ufa holds at Teast
one-tenth of the total of the famine
stricken and that if the death rate In
Ufa Iz malntained or increased for a
year the total deaths would be between
1,000,000 and 2,000,000, The distribution
of the American Rellef Administration
food which had been landed would
tremendously ald the situatlon.

Dr, Semashko declared that typhus
was decreasing, hut he added: “We fear
cholera and other dizseases In the spring.
Cholera already has appearcd In Kieff,
Ehkaterinosloy and Voronesh. We are
taking a1l nossible procautlons. Tt 1s our
plan to isolate victims of the disease,
to watch the railways and rivers and to

sufficient supply.

"We already have purchased $.000.-
000 % gold rubles worth of medicines
abroad, Thiz iz about 25 per cent. of
our needs, TFive milllon dollars worth
‘or medicine would save the situation.”

College the last skeleton hunting expedi-
tion of American scientists to Patagonia
In 1911, He talked with the many
tradera and travelers In the jJake region
whiere the discovery was reported, but
never heard a hint of the existence of
the plesiosaur.

Prof. Hatcher of Princeton, now dead,
in & book describing his discoveries durs
ing thres years of search through Lake
Argentina, Buenos Aires, Martin and
Viedma never once mentions hearing of
the pleslosaur, 4

The plesiosaur was distlnctly a marine
form of life, Prof. Loomig anid, and could
not exist in fresh water, The plesio-
saur's remaing have been found almost
entirely in Europe, although some have
been discovered in deep sea deposits In
Montana and Wyoming, but none in
Patagonia,

"The vagueness of the report from
Patagonla prevents any accurate esti-
mate of what Prof. Onelli of Buenos
Alres says was seen,” sald Prof. Loomis,
“but if anything was seen it must have
been the head and long neck of some
water snake, probably the anaconda,
commen in that reglon,'

New York scientlsts who attribute the
discovery to the potency of Patagonian
liquor may not be far wrong, Prof,
Loomis suggested, TFlo asserted that the
best liquor on earth was to be found
there even befors the days of prohibi-
tion in the United States.

“Just before my arrival in Patagonlia,
in 1810." he added, “an Englizh expedi-
tion, financed by Sir Arthur Pearson
and headed by H, Hesketh Prichard,
F. R. G. 8, spent about & year trying
to digcover a4 mylodon reported to be
allve In the same Inke reglon of Pata-
gonia.
